NORFOLK CASES POSTPONED 



TRIAL OF CASES AGAINST RACING MEN DE- 
FERRED UNTIL COMING SATURDAY. 

Prosecuting Attorney Fails to Put in An Appearance 
at Hour Scheduled for Beginning of Trials— 
Business Goes on as Usual at the Track. 



Norfolk. Ya.. April 111. — The Commonwealth's At- 
torney failed to appear at I In' Tanner's Creek court- 
house- tonight at the hour set for trial of the cases 
Arising out of the indictments returned by the grand 
jury against Manager Bob 1 >e vy and various layers 
of odds at the Jamestown Jockey Club’s track. Con- 
sequently the trials were iHistpnucd 1 until Saturday 
next. Business progressed in the usual fashion at 
the course tliis afternoon, fifteen layers cutting in. 

The list of those under indictment include J. 11. 
Price, owner of the race track; Bol> Levy, the lessee, 
and eight alleged layers. F. Miller. IV. Hickey, Rod 
McMahon, W. Heck, J. Yaleutiue, J. Rose, K. Shee- 
han and J. Hale. 

The fifteen layers that did business at the James- 
town Jockey Club's course this afternoon recoil |ied 
some of tin 1 losses that they had sustained during 
the early days of the meeting, when favorites and 
well-backed horses were sweeping the card. Tactics, 
one of the two-year-olds that August Belmont is 
racing here, was the only favorite that made good 
during the a f tension. Tactics beat an ordinary lot 
in the first race, a dash of four and a half fur- 
longs, for which he was an even-money favorite. 
Dugan gave Tactics a splendid ride ami also was of 
great help to Holden Castle, which beat High Range 
a nose in the closing strides of the sixth race. 

For the first time since the meeting opened, the 
track was really fast. The improvement in the 
going was attended by a corresponding improvement 
in the s|mrt anil the finishes were much closer than 
during the past few days, when a majority of the 
winners had wide margins to spare. Virginia and 
Maryland turfmen fared well. Raeewell. Golden 
Castle. Bendaga and Cresion winning for them. The 
steeplechase found Octopus an easy winner. He 
was the "good tiling” of the race, being backed 
from l'.i to 1 to 0 to 1. Xebec, the favorite, was 
bothered by Croydon and Hawk wing, which galloped 
around the course riderless. 

Preston showed a good performance in the fourth 
race, which he won in runaway fashion. He was 
heavily hacked, but his margin over Aeadeuiist at 
the end was a matter of an inch or two. Troxler's 
strong finish was largely responsible for Creston’s 
victory. 

Frank Nolan, proprietor of the Bevorwyck Stable, 
arrived today from the south. He was at the course 
early this moruing inspecting the big string that 
truiilcr Have Woodford brought up from Jackson- 
ville. The horses of the 'Bevorwyck Stable will tie 
shipped from here to Pimlico and then to Canada, 
after which they will go to Saratoga if a meeting 
should be held there. 

Jack Atkin arrived today and probably will join 
the ranks of the layers doing business here. 

J. W. Garth sold Kaufman this afternoon to Mar- 
tin Foley for $000. 

BIG SHIPMENT TO SALT LAKE TRACK. 

San Francisco. Cal.. April 1.'!. — One carload of 
horses has been shipped from Oakland to British 
Columbia, where forty-two days’ racing will lie 
held at Victoria and Vancouver. Phil Reilly is 

here in the interest of the northern meeting, and 
expects to secure at b-ast 125 horses. The British 
Columbia associations have set aside $10,000 for 
Hie transportation of horses to their tracks. The 
new racing association that is building a track near 
Sjiokaue. across the line in Idaho, wires that it 
will work ill conjunction with the Vancouver and 
Victoria meetings.

1»e shipped from here for Salt Lake City April is, 
according to present plans. A consignment owned 
by Barney Sell re i law will continue through to Den- 
ver. 

The stable of A. I’,. Spreekels will lie shipped to 
Louisville, Ky.. Saturday. 

REINSTATE JOCKEYS, SUSPEND OWNERS. 

Pensacola. Fla.. April 15. — Reports from outside 
sources that heavy commissions had been placed on 
Tallow Dip and Duueraggnn caused liotli to be held 
at almost prohibitive odds. This was done with a 
view to discouraging outside lietting. Both horses 
won in commanding fashion and were clearly best 
in their respective fields. 

The judges today concluded their investigation 
of the Sweet Owen race of last Friday and an- 
nounced the barring of further entries of any horses 
owned by A. Wilson and IS. Pierce. Jockeys I.loyd, 
Wrispeu. Irvin. C. White and Pryor were reinstated. 

No definite decision has been reached as to the 
closing date of Ibis meeting, but is almost certain 
that it will terminate with the eliding of the fil'teeu- 
da.v period for which it was originally scheduled. 

PLANNING FOUR MILE RACE DETAILS. 

Lexington. Ky., April 13. — Rain fell in torrents 
here this morning, leaving the Kentucky Association 
course excessively sloppy and seriously retarding the 
work of the horses. 

Secretary Biilwell of (he Kentucky State Racing 
( 'oiii mission has accepted the secretaryship for the 
pro|">scd four-mile race. The date for the closing 
of entries will lie fixed at tin- next meeting of the 
commission. The Endurance Gold Cup lias liecu sug- 
gested as a name for tin- stakes and it has been 
proposed to add a gold cup lo cost $300. 

NOW UP TO THE GOVERNOR. 

Denver. Colo.. April 13. — The house yesterday 
passed the Corn forth hill, legalizing boxing con- 
tests limited to ten rounds without a decision and 
]H-rmittiug incorporated fair and agricultural asso- 
ciations to permit the sale of pari-iuutuci pools in 
connection with race meetings. The bill is now 
leadv for Governor Shafruth's signature. Opponents 
of the measure will try to iudtiee t lit- governor to 
veto the measure. The governor also lias in his 
possession a companion hill passed by the legislature 
providing lor a state racing commission. 

STILL HOPEFUL OF NEW ORLEANS. 

New Orleans. I.a.. April 13. -The Crescent City 
Jockey Club directors, in the belief that there is 
still a chance for the restoration of racing in New 
Orleans under the pari-mutuel system, decided at 
its annual meeting last evening to renew their 
lease of the Fair Grounds. No official statement 
was given out as to tlie action taken, lint one of 
the directors said that they believed that racing, 
will! the bookmakers eliminated, would he restored. 
The club lias been paying a rental ol' $10,090 per 
year on tlie Fair Grounds property. 



WORKING OF RACERS GOES ON. 



Heavy Track Conditions Fail to Interfere with Train- 
ing Operations at Churchill Downs. 

Louisville, Ky., April 13. — Heavy rains deluged 
Douglas Dark and Churchill Downs, lint scores of 
racers took llieir exercise today, although fast trials 
were Impossible. Round the World, the Derby favo- 
rite. worked a mile at a two-minutt; gait. Captain 
Carmndy was walked and trotted for two miles, then 
cantered slowly around tlie course. Of the older 
horses. Harrigan and Angel us worked five furlongs 
in 1:07: J. C. Calm's Mockler went a half in 36; 
Svbago. owned by Fat Dunne, went a quarter in 27. 
and Henry 'McDaniel let Polls canter tbree-elghtlis 
iu 41. At least 100 two-vear-olds worked on both 
tracks, eighths In about fifteen seconds making their 
exercise. 

The rul ing stable of W. A. Buck lias arrived at 
Douglas Paik in charge of trainer William Free- 
man. He lias Del Crnzador. Solus. Harlem Maid and 
Kopek. Mr. Buck is himself at I.os Angeles. Kopek 
was ;► frequent "inner in Mexico. Harlem Maid 
was formerly owned by Green B. Morris. She was 
one of the fastest fillies racing on the inter-mountain 
circuit last year. 

Judge Charles F. Price lias arrived from Magnolia 
Springs. Ala., to await the opening of the Churchill 
Downs meeting on May 13, during which he is In 
serve as presiding judge. John Iliiehmeister, who 
left Magnolia Springs simultaneously with Judge 
Price, is now in New Orleans and will lie here the 
last of tliis month. Col. M. J. Winn is en route 
here from Britisli Vancouver. He will mine home 
by way of St. Paul and Chicago and will lie here 
about April 1*0 to take up liis duties as general 
manager of the spring meeting. 

William Keagau. track superintendent of Churchill 
Downs, will arrive tomorrow from Covington. 

E. It. Bradley lias notified Acting Secretary Ed- 
ward Jasper that he will ship nineteen horses here. 
W. V. Casey, owner of Mamie Algol, lias made ap 
plication for five stalls. Edward Corrigan will conic 
from Pensacola with ten horses. T. C. McDowell 
and Martin Doyle, now at Lexington, will bring 
their complete stables here. Mr. McDowell’s King's 
Daughter always races well at the Downs. 

J. L. Ross is coming from Norfolk with four 
horses and C. J. Ryan with ten. 

Among tlie horses W. C. Weaut brought from 
Juarez is tlie local favorite, Otfki. 

It is probable that the 'racing string of Powell & 
Parker will lie shipped here, now that tlie meeting 
at Albuquerque, N. M.. lias been declared off. 
Among the horses raced by tliis combination arc 
Execute, Fred Mulholliiiul and Napa Nick. 

It is believed that close to l.OoO horses will lie 
here when racing liegiits at Churchill Downs May 13. 

Acting Secretary Edward Jasper lias received 
word from (’apt. E. B. Cassatt, tlie Pennsylvania 
millionaire, that lie will ship his stable of eighteen 
horses from Chesterbrook Farm, at Berwyn, Pa., 
to Churchill Downs on April 25. and on llic same 
date trainer W. H. Karriek will leave Slicepshead 
Bay for Hie Downs with tlie horses embracing 1 In* 
strings of ,T. E. Wideqer. F. R. Hitchcock and the 
Oneek Stable of II. K. Knapp. 

MILTON YOUNG’S RACING STRING. 

Lexington, K.v., April 13. — For tlie first time in 
several years Col. Milton Young, vice-chairman of 
tlie Kentucky State Racing Commission, and one of 
the veterans of tlie running turf, will campaign a 
string of thoroughbred racers tiiis season. Colonel 
Young's return to the turf will lie hailed with satis 
faction by the older class of horsemen, who re- 
member Hie blue and white of the Young stable when 
Bootjack, Ascender, Bostman. Bankrupt. Lamplighter 
and a host of other fleet thoroughbreds bore them to 
victory. 

Colonel Young’s stable of fifteen horses will lie 
trained and raced in Hie name of \V. I.. Lewis, one 
of the iiest-kuowii trainers In tlie blue grass region, 
and who in Hie past has successfully trained for 
William Gerst, George Hoile, J. N. Camden and 
other well-known owners. Mr. Lewis developed Col- 
loquy. llanhridge, Polly Prim and other good win- 
ners. and two years ago trained Crystal Maid, one 
of the fleetest two-year-old fillies in tlie west. 

Both Mr. Lewis and Colonel Young think highly 
of the latter's two-year-olds, wbieii have been in 
training at the track of tlie Kentucky Association 
here since early in the year. Three of them are 
said to have worked especially well. 

One of the most highly prized youngsters Is 
Toddling, a brown colt by Toddingtoo— -Countess 
Pepper. Tliis- colt Colonel Young purchased as a 
yearling at Hie sales here last October. Another is 
Curtain Cali, a brown colt by Plaudit — Follow. The 
latter is a well-put-up youngster for which Colonel 
Young paid E. T. Graves $1,530 last fall after tlie 
colt bud worked a sensational three-eighths at the 
loeal track. Others in tlie string were bred by 
Colonel Young, and (hey trace their aucestry back 
to the fleetest sires and dams that ever lxirc the 
azure and white of the Young establishment. Their

In addition to tbi-se youngsters Colonel Young lias 
a quartet of three year-olds, of which he exiieets a 
great deal tliis spring. They will lie raced here by 
Mr. Lewis and then will lie taken to Louisville and 
lailonia. and later on in the summer to Canada. 
They are Mr. Ham. a son of Requital; Lone Ben, 
by Ben Strouie: French King, whose sire is tlie 
distinguished Etlielbert, and Lavjnia. a fine-looking 
daughter of Sir Dixon. 

A few years hack when Colonel Young was the 
owner of the famous McGratliiana Stock Farm, where 
I lie great Hanover and other kings of the thorough 
bred world roamed tin- blue grass pastures, Jio was 
the largest breeder and one of tlie leading owners in 
Hie racing sphere. At one time there were more 
than ooo mares at MeGniHiiami. all owned by Col- 
onel Young. Today his tlmroughlired holdings num- 
ber only about sixty mares, twenty-five yearlings, 
the stallions Mexican and Leonidas anil the horses 
he intends racing tills year. 

BELMONT TO RACE AT MONTREAL. 

New York. April 13. — August Belmont, Chairman 
of the Jockey Club, will nominate his best horses 
for tlie stakes to be decided over the Blue Bonnets 
course at Montreal. Trainer John Whalen, now at 
Norfolk, anil trainer Louis Feiistel. who is handling 
Hie Bel mi hi t Park division, liave forwarded a list of 
horses that in their opinion will lie ready and suited 
by tlie conditions of tlie several slakes.
